How much food will Europe need from us? Will rationing 
and price controls be relaxed? What about the feed situ- 
ation? These are but a few of the "ifs" we are up against 
when we make plans for the coming year. To help live- 
stock producers, we here condense opinions recently 
expressed by War Food Administration eoononnsta. 


CATTLE: They foresee for '45 an increase in the num- 


ber of cattle and calves slaughtered, partially as a 
result of the tendency to reduce the size of herds. 
They also expect an increase in the number of cattle 
fed for slaughter. From 1946 to 1949, they expect a 
gradual decline in slaughtering, with yearly slaughter 
around 28 to 29 million bead. 


HOGS: Their estimate of total 1945 bog slaughter n 


about 79 million, against approximately 100 million 
in '44. They expect hog production in 1946 to he dose 
to 1945 levels, depending on the feed situation. 


SHEEP, LAMBS: Slaughter in '45 will likely be the 


smallest since 1929, due to recent selling of breeding 
slock. By 1946, they see a demand far exceeding the 
supply, leading to possible expansion of flocks ov*r 
the following five years. This trend may be upmt by 
wool-factor uncertainties.

claimed that they were up to date 
on their orders; and the govern- 
ment did not deny the contention. 


In -1944 the 
big 
companies 


turned out 70 per cent of the pre- 
vious year's civilian production, or 
seven packs for every '1943 car- 
ton. These are the companies that 
make the brands that most people 
called for hack in the days when 
we could be choosy. 


That- isn't, too. bad. And when 


you add in the manufacturers of 
the fags that we.have been amok- 
Ing: recently, the picture is poten- 
tially even brigh£er. 
For 
all 


American 
cigaret 
companies 


turned out 19 packs in 1944 for 
every 20 :in 1943. 


The military quota is generous. 


And if the full quota.had been iii 
the hands of the ultimate consum- 
er last year, there would have been 
50 cigarets a day for every man 
and woman in uniform, smoker or 
jion-smoker. Instead, there was a 
time when men overseas were ra- 
tioned to two packs a week, or 
less than six cigarets a day. 


It may be that shipping- and 


transportation shortages and bot- 
"tlenecks have held up the flow of 
smokes^ to the fighting fronts. But 
that doesn't account for what has

Thc girls learned 
a little history, enough geography 
to give Ihcjn a fairly good idea ol 
Ihc continents and countries, a-nd 
a bit of grammar, rhetoric and 
competition, literature and thc 
lives of authors also had a place 
in the curriculum.

wares and, perhaps, 
explaining 


their uses, and of announcing the 
price. In these war times, when 
goods and sen-ices are curtailed, 
many advertisers continue to buy 
space merely to keep alive in the 
public mind 
their trade 
names 


and reputations, devoting the text, 
however, to messages of public 
spirit.

All this is abnormal advertising 


and, presumably, will subside when 
business competition is resumed. 
* * * 


In radio, however, the company 


jes operating the stations and the . 
sponsors.of the program, who are 
advertisers, began with a new 
and peculiar set 
of conditions. 


From that beginning they have 
developed a mischievous, impu- 
dent and reckless system which at- 
tempts to shrug off responsibility 
for slander and other ofier.ses for- 
bidden 
in 
advertising 
by 
the 


printed word. The Blue Network, 
frankly admits that it has no'con- 
trol over two of its so-called com- 
mentators and is unable to offer 
either protection or redress to per- 
sons and business firms who are 
vilified with statements which the 
company 
executives 
themselves 


know to be false and malicious. In 
one such case, Ed Noble, the chief 
of the Blue Network, admitted 
that he was engaged in. the busi- 
ness of presenting an unscrupu- 
ous blackguard 
on the air but 


plaintively explained that any vic- 
tim of a discreditable and com- 
pletely false 
episode 'broadcast 


over his chain would be wise to 
et the matter drop. 


The commentator's apology un- 


doubtedly would be worse than the 
original offense. 
Both. Noble and 


Chester LaRoche, a vice presi- 
dent of the company, 
said they 


were powerless and pleaded "free- 
dom of speech" as justification for 
wanton abuse of reputable citi- 
zens.

With .the exception of a single 


publication on. the new deal side, 
there is no newspaper or magazine 
in the United States which affects 
a similar attitude toward any ad- 
vertiser or columnist of the print- 
ed word. 
Moreover, 
newspapers

tion, have insisted on their right 
of editorial control over advertis- 
ing copy. Conscious of their re- 
sponsibility, they exercise appro- 
priate authority. Thus, in the 
press, an advertiser who is con- 
scious of the appeal of scandal to 
the naked ear is not permitted to 
sav in a column of bought space 
that some brand of cosmetics 
or 


hangover cure is pleased to an- 
nounce that George Splevin 
is 


keeping a .nistress or that Mr. and 
Mrs. Joe Doaks arc about to get a' 
divorce. 


Most publishers 
regard 
such 


matter as gossip and reject it un- 
til Spelvin has been arrested for 
unlawful 
cohabitation 
or 
the 


Doakses have either filed papers 
or publicly announced their in- 
tentions.

Tn the development of the spon- 


sored radio 
news 
"analysis" or 


"comment" 
the 
advertiser has 


found a way to make political con- 
tributions from a corporation to 
the interests of a candidate and a 
party through the purchase of ra- 
dio time. This time is turned over 
to a partisan broadcaster whose 
monoloj: then turns out to be a 
harangue or a diatribe of obvious 
political motivation. The sponsor 
may be a rank opportunist will- 
ing- to court any consequences, 
even to communism or fascism, 
for the sake of sales. He may be 
that type of business man who is 
not too confident that capitalism 
will survive and wants to ingra- 
tiate himself with the left wing. 


He may want Uio favor or good

Nevertheless, In thc case of Gai'l- 
mor and his two scandalmongers, 
often guilty of outright, malicious 
falsehood broadcast over his net- 
work, he thought radio was well 
within the proprieties and its re- 
sponsibilities to the public. 
He 


does not think his license should 
be revoked. 


It will be seen that by this 


method a commercial advertiser 
may become a dangerous political 
monster. The propaganda has no 
relation 
to 
his 
product.- Few 


newspapers would sell him space 


for thc operation of this subter- 
fuge but on the air lie may be- 
come u powerful 
agitator 
and 


charge this political contribution 
to the legitimate purpose of ad- 
vertising. Moreover, the most Ig- 
norant are approachable by ear 
with that hysteria which Hitler 
used 
so disastrously, 
whereas 


some degree of intelligence is nec- 
essary for reading and the under- 
standing of text. 


These are phases of radio which 


up to now have been only vaguely 
and uneasily sensed by reputable 
and patriotic radio men and ad- 
vertisers and not at all by the 
public.

filed such a declaration, it is due 
Jan. 15. Use Form 1040 ES, and 
make the closest estimate you 
can. 
Under the 
circumstances

mated tax in one lump. This will 
hit a lot of earners because they 
were not required to file declara- 
tions last April. 


If you have already 
filed 
a 


declaration, you can amend it Jan. 
15. Use the same form, writing 
"Amended" at the top. Amending 
your estimate is often a good idea 
—if the first guess was wrong— 
though it's not compulsory unless 
you underestimated your tax by 
20 per cent or more. 


Another task: If you filed your 


declaration last April you may 
have been making quarterly pay- 
ments in connection with it.

fore they 'can establish a-fighting 
machine in China' capable of oust- 
ing- the invaders. 


In any event, we certainly must
